WE may depend upon-it, that the principles 
of infidelity increaſe the general thirſt for pleaſ- 
ure, and public and expenſive amuſements ; and 
on the other hand, that thoſe amuſements in- 
ercaſe the people's ſpirit for diffipation, and 


make them more unfriendly to Chriſtianity, ie
